4* Plaintiffs say that the Pir Imamshah’s Durgha or Roza is a public 
institution of a charitable and religious nature, wherein all the^Satpanthia 
are interested and the estate appertaining to the Rosa is of the ownership 
of the whole body of the Sat pan this ( or followers of the seek ) and so 
appertaining to a trust for public purposes of a charitable or religious 
nature. The estate consists of lands and other immovable properties in

sold away immovable properties of the institution of great value he does 
not sender accounts of the management of the estate and that a scheme 
for the management of the estate and for other purposes was therefore 
necessary

Code w;ta published. The present plaintiff No* 7, tho plaintiffs Noe. 8 to 29, 
Nos. 30 to 33* Nos, 54 to 73, No#. 73 to 92, Noa. 93 to 195* Nob* XlO to 121 
No?* 122 to 12G and Nos, 127 to 130, there upon appeared and presented 
the application Ex he* 41, 42 t 43, 44 1 46, 46, 48,84 and 270 respectively to be 
joined in the suit as co-plaintiffs and they were joined as plaintiffs and they 
supported (he original plaintiffs. 

9* Defendent No. 1 has filed his written statement Exb, 8G Iliscoo- 
tention ate that the institution ie not a public charitable or religions trust 
within the meaning of section 92 of the code of C. l\ Plaintiffs have no right 
to maintain such a suit the estate is under the sole and independent manage- 
ment of the Kakas; that the Saiyada have some interest in the estate* but 
plaintiffs or the body of Sitpanthis have absolutely no interest therein \ that 
what ever contributions ( in any shape ) are made by them they are contri- 
butors to shanty and the donors have no interest left thereafter in the same. 
He says that the income o£ the estates /alls short of tho nocee&ary expenditure, 
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his predecessor! ( if aka ) had incurred debts for the purpose and he had sold 
seme of the properties of the estate merely to satisfy the said debts, in the 
same way as his predecessors ( Kakas ) were doiuf, He denies all the allega-

He also denies that the Roza is a public charitable or religious institu- 
tion or that the estate of the Roza is public, charitable or religious trust 
property. He denies that plaintiffs have any interest therein or that the

12, He says that Iruamihah Pir was Musalman saint, §omc of the 
plaintiffs are Hindus and they can have no interest in the Roza, that the Sayads 
arc the descendants of Pir Imamshah, the institution exists for thoir benefit, 
they are entitled to various lights ( Sukhadi and others ), they are the owners 
of the estate appertaining to the Roza, the * Kaka 1 ( they say the term 4 Kaka ’ 
means 'a slave ) is only their agent and he is being appointed by their Sayad ) 
Ranch and that plaintiffs therefore are not entitled to any relief and their suit 
must be dismissed with costa. 

13, Defendants Nos, 3, 4 and 5 have filed tbe written statement Exk 108, 
Their contentions are substantially the same, aa thost er defendant No. 2,

16. Defendants Nos. 1 and 2, in Exh 524, now admit that the salt Rosa 
is a public, charitable and religions institution and that the properties apper- 
taining to the said Roza are properties in trust for public purposes of a 
religious and ehari table nature. Defendants No. S & 4, too have ( by Exh. 532 ) 
accepted that the position ( defendant No, 5 is dead 1 . The properties 
menlionert in the schedule to the plaint are admitted to be properties apper* 
tai fling to the Roza ( i, e, the trust ). These facts and the fact that the plaintiffs 1 
are the Satpanthis are also proved by Exha, 53 to 556 ( the witnesses examined

20, The Kaka { defendant No 1 ) some of the Saiyads and some of the 
Satpanthis submitted to the Court the application Exh, 572 and along with 
it Exh, 573 the draft of a scheme to be framed by the Court Objection were 
invited against the some Exhs. 577. 578, 586 and 595 were the objec- 
tions filed. 

21, The matter was thereafter taken up in Court for discussion in the 
presence of all parties interested with a view to ascertain the points in agree- 
ment among all the parties. After that was done, the matter was fixed for 
evidence only on the matters about which there remained some controversy. 

Affidavits Exhs 605* 611* 614 and 628 were filed in support of the respective 
positions. The dependents of those affidavits were cross-examined by the 
other parties ( Exha 618, 620, 621 and 629 respectively ) Depenenta of Exhs, 

610, 612 and 615 did not appear for cross-examination and so their affidavits 
are excluded from evidence. 

22, The first matter in controversy was as regards the rights of appoint- 
ment of the Gad iwala Kaka whenever that office, for any reason, becomes 
vacant. The draft scheme Exh, 572, which is signed, inter alia, also by 
defendant No, 3 Saiyads Pirsaheb Mirsabeb provides: If the Gadiwala Kaka 
Satie b dies, t he committee shall call a meeting of the Saiyad Punch and the 
Satpanthie Panch at Pirana at the time of hie obsequies and the two Panchaa 
to elect another to be the Kaka Saheb's successor. He should he selected out 
of the Petta Kakas*, In the Court of the discussion of the scheme in court, 
however* defendant No. 3 and some ^ther Saiyads said that only the Raiyada 
have got the right to select theGadiwala Eakas* and he (defendant Ne. 8 ) 
at the hearing filed the affidavit Exh 614 to that effect. In the examination, 
he said that the Satpanthts arc being later on invited at Tirana only tb attend 
and witness the ceremony of the installation of the Kaka. Exh. 628, on the 
other-hand* says that the whole body of the Sat pan this and of the Saiyads meet 
together and select *he Gad iwala Kakas from amongst the Petta Kakas* Some 
statements in some pleadings and deposition ( as appear in Exhs. 154 and 155 ) 
and documents ( Nos. 3, 7, 8 and 10 ) with litt Exh, 98, which are documents 
passed by eome of the Kakas on their appointment m Gadiwala Kaka are relied 
upon to show that they selected for the office by th© Saiyads only. On the 
other hand, the evidence of some of the witness examined on commission 
( especially Exhs. 53S. 546, 547 and 551 ) is to the effect that the. appointments 
were being made by the Saiyads and Satpanthis collect ivelly, in meetings held 
in Tirana for the purpose, 

23, As for the documents relied upon on behalf of defendant No, 3, we 
find that the Saiyads are described therein aa owners of all the properties belong

That was alec one of the contentions of the Saiyads in this 
cult The preliminary decree that has been passed , however, declares a3l the 
properties of the irslilutlon to be properties of a public, religious and chari- 
table trust* Again Exh. G32 produced by defendant No. 3 is in invitation 
issued on the occasion of the selection of the present Kaka It thows that 
( in the forma! selection a* any rate, of defendant No^ I as Gadiwala Kaka ), 
the Satpanthis also took part. It appears to me that the Saiyads who aro 
permanently residing at Pirana ( the place where the meetings for the selection 
of the Gadiwala Kaka are being held ) are the persons who take an active 
interest in the affairs of the institution and they were therefore the persons 
who could take a prodominent part in the selection of the Kaka, They used, 
sometime before the formal eting for tho selection of the Kaka, to informaly 
decide among themselves as to who should be proposed for selection as Gadi* 
walp Kaka and their informal decisions used to be accepted in the formal 
meetings lor tho purpose which were being attended also by the Satpanlhifi 
from the various places The person selected to be the Gadiwala Kaka felt that 
lie owed bis selection mainly to bis informal selection by the Saiyade. I am 
inclined to believe that the Saiyads who were claiming all the properties as 
(heirs, took advantage of the situation and in collusion with the Gadiwala 
Ka^as, obtained Ihese documents from the latter behind the back of the 
the Satpanthis, 

24^ I am not prepared to tyriieva that the Saiyads have Ihe exclusive 
right to select the Gadiwala Kaka and that the Satpanthis have no voice therein. 
Even if it be that in former times ( i. e. during timer when reverence for both 
and heredity was *1 its height ) the Sal pantbis accepted the selection of the 
Gadi wain Kaka made by the Saiyadi* we must now recognise the prevailing 
spirit of democracy of the present times The Satpanthis are persons who take 
a religious iole-est in this institution. The income of the institution ( apart 
from Ibe income from the existing properties ) is derivid solely from the 
voluntary coni ri but ion a from the Satpanthis* The Saiyads as the deacendents 
of Imamehsh Bawa who the Satpanthis revere and regard as their spiritual 
Guru aro merely the beneficiaries. If the Sal pantbis who pay the piper are 
altogether excluded from the right of calling the time, that fact might now 
affect the income of the institution. It would therefore be unjust as well aa 
unwise, in these days to exclude the Satpanthis from the right of selection of 
the Gadiwala Kaka, 

25 I, therefore, accept the provision in Exh, 573 as fegards the method 
of selection of the Gadiwala Kaka. With the consent of parties, I am substit-

27. The next question relates to the differentiation between the rights 
of the JalalsUahi Saiyads and of the Nnrshahi Saiyads, Jalalshahi well »s 
Nnrshahi Saiyads are call descendants of Imaimhah, bnt Jalalshabjs belong to 
the elder branch and Nurstuihis to the younger The accounts of the institution 
show that so far as the various ! aks of the Saiyads go, there has always been a 
differentiation as regards the aounts to be given to them on various occasions. 

It is said that the Nnrshahis were ignorant of these unequal treatments, that 
in Samvat 1 968, they came to know about the differentiation as regards Snkhadi 
Hak, they protested and the amount to be paid to them was Uiereaftei' raised 
from Ra. 25/- to f?s. 30/-, They further say that in any case, they are equally 
related to I mam shah Bawa, as the Jalalshahis, they are all Mahomedans, ihe 
Mahotnedan Law recognises no difference between the rights of the elder son 
and of the younger son and that whatever may have been the practice hitherto, 
now that the Court is framing the scheme, the court should not perpetuate 
this inequality But we find that even after the protest and even after the 
Nnrshahi Saiyads had reasons to believe that the Nurshahis were not being 
treated in the same manner as (he Jatabhais, the Marshall is have not questioned 
the inequalities in the other respects. The practice is in vogue sine* 1 a Jong 
time* So far as the rights of Saiyads arc concerned, the Court can merely 
recognise and give effect to existing rights, it cannot create new fights, nor 
modify existing ones This objection, therefore, cannot be entertained, 

28. Next as regards the differentiation between the rights ef the 
Pirana Saiyads on one side and the Kanuin, Pet lad and Surat Saiyads on the 
other and also the differentiation between the rights of Saiyads who are 
present in Pirana on a particular newton and of the Saiyads who are not. 

These distinctions aBo are in exietaner since a lorg time and the Court vult 
not now interefrr with them. 

29. Next, there is the question about the Gadlwala Kakas’ personal 
tlnw&nces. The Gadiwala Kaka was formerly the exclusive Vahivatdar of t he 
entire i i-Ht it ution and . its estat e Ail his expense* were being defrayed tfj the 
institution. Even under the scheme that is, being framed, all the expenses 
of the GadiwaU Kaka are to be defrayed by the instituton, Now, however, 
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that a gommUtgg of management i s being appointed and the Gadiwala Eaka 
is being deprived of his right of sole* unfettered management, he wants to be 
compensated for the same and for the consequent loss of influence and prestige 
by a monthly allowance., In view of exh. 628, which is not objected to by any 
of the parties, and in view of the fact that the Court had granted to defendant 
No 1. a monthly allowance of Ra. 22 3^* per month during the pendency of 
the suit and of the fact that defendant No, l. ha s insoite of the same, not 
received anything more than Re. 750V— i I accept the suggestion in Exh. 628 
and award to the present Kaka ( defendant No_ 1 ) Rs. 105/- per month during 
his tenure of office and to his successors Gadiwala Kakas, Rs, 75/- per month 
as persona! allowance 

30. Exh* 573 contained statement to the effect that the Sat pant his are

No disho- 
nestly or malversation on the part of defendant No I is proved* I ( therefore, 
see no reason to direct the taking of any accounts from defendant No* 1 or from 
anybody prior to the date of the institution of the suit, 

32. The scheme of vd ministration as framed by the Court ia embodied 
in the schedule annexed to this judgement. The Haks of Saiysds are incorpo* 
jated in Appendix A to the said schedule, I have also framed provisional 
rules for meetings of the Cmpiuittee. They ate incorporated in Appendix
